The movement is aimed pri- 
marily at stopping Lt. Gov 


James T. Blair Jr. of Jefferson 
City, an unannounced but active 
candidate for Governor, who is 
vegarded by most Democratic 
politicians as being out in front 
at this time for #he.1956 guber- 
natorial nomination. 

The Carpenter - for - Governor 
move is backed by some of the 
top leaders of the Missouri 
Farmers Association, a_ state- 
wide organization of agricultural 
co-operatives, which claims a 
membership of more than 125,- 
000 farmers in Missouri. 

The M.F.A. leaders, who in- 
duced Gov. Phil M. Donnelly to 
appoint Carpenter as head of the 
stete department of agriculture 
in 1953, have been at outs with 
Blair for several years. They 
charged that Blair participated 
in a “plot” which resulted in 
the defeat of. the M.F.A.-spon- 
sored anti-filled milk bill in the 
1953 Legislature. 

Unknown in St. Louis. 


Carpenter has a wide ac- 
acquaintance throughout rural 
Missouri, after 15 years as an ad- 
ministrator of federal and state 
farm programs, but he rela- 
tively unknown in-St. Louis and 
Kansas City. 

As Blair has reportedly gained 
some strong political support in 
the cities, Carpenter's backers 
have turned to organized labor 
for urban votes. It was learned 
that they have sounded out state 
AFL and CIO leaders, who are 
less than enthusiastic for the 
lieutenant governor, and they 
have shown more than a passing 
interest in the _ possibility of 
forming a farm-labor coalition. 

Missouri De mocr atic poli- 
{icians are closely to 
see whether the farm and labor 
groups can get together. If the 
coalition is formed, party lead- 
ers expect another rough-and- 
tumble primary. fight next year. 

Also in the Democratic guber- 
natorial picture is Attorney Gen- 
eral John M. Dalton of Kennett. 
Dalton is standing by patiently, 
waiting to see what develops be- 
fore he decides whether to file 
for Governor.

Procedure has been instituted 
at City and Homer G. Phillips 
hospitals to insure that only 
residents of St. Louis are ad- 
mitted, except in emergency 


cases, Mrs. Edward G. Brungard, | 


director of Public Welfare, an- 


nounced yesterday. 

Three interviewers are on duty 
at the hospitals at all times to 
screen each new patient and ob- 
tain proof that he is a resident 
of the city. The interviewers 
ask for references from the 
neighborhood grocer, or the cor- 
ner druggist, or a neighbor. 
These references then are 
checked by social service work- 
ers. 


' “We have found,” Mrs. Brun- 


gard said, “that we were giving 
free medical care to people from 
East St. Louis, Southeast Mis- 
souri and even as far away as 
Arkansas. 

“We had one woman from Ar- 
kansas, who came here to visit 
her uncle at about the time she 
was to have a baby. She entered 
one of the city’s hospitals, gave 
her uncle's address as her own, 
and had her baby free. 

“This is the sort of thing we 
are trying to stop. I don’t want 
our hospitals crowded with out- 
of-towners so residents of the 
city cannot get a room when 
necessary. Il want to make sure 
St. Louisans get the best hospi- 
tal attention we can give them 
at our hospitals.

Russia Needs a Peaceful World--- 
An Opportunity for Wes 


Correspondent Summarizes His Impressions of 30-Day 
Stay in Soviet Union — Notes Real Changes, Also 
Some Signs of Economic Strain — Summit Meeting 
Will Show How Far Reds Will Go Toward Peace.

BERLIN, July 2 


HE shift toward peace negotiations by the new collective leadership in 
the Kremlin opens a challenging opportunity for President Eisenhower 


at the Big Four summit meeting in Geneva this month. 


After my 30-day 


stay in Soviet Russia, preceded by talks with diplomats and correspondents 
in Stockholm and Helsinki and followed by similar talks in Berlin, the overall

The Geneva meetings will show how far 
Prime Minister Bulganin, as spokesman for 
the new leaders, is willing to shift Soviet 
Strategy and Communist tactics to attain 
that end. They will also show how far 
President Eisenhower and Secretary of 
State Dulles, as principal spokesmen for 
the West and the -free Asian nations, will 
agree to Ways aud means for relaxing the 
hostile and frequently war-endangering re- 
lations with Russia which began when the 
Bolsheviks seized power in 1917.

Rus- 
sia will have no trouble with its satellites. 
It may have to consult with the Red Chi- 
nese leaders.

OTHER IMPRESSIONS are of greatly 
relaxed relations between Russians and 
foreigners and the obviously directed cam- 
paign to try to win friends and influence 
people, including American visitors; the 
@xtensive construction everywhere, espe- 
cially large apartments and to a lesser ex- 
tent small suburban homes, which must be 
easing the terrible housing shortages in 
the overcrowded cities; better clothing but 
still extremely shoddy and ersatz by West- 
ern standards; the happier attitude of peo- 
ple seen on the streets and at large gath- 
erings; evidences of inflation and an ap- 
parent desire to spend money as soon as 
possible; women, young and old, still doing 
the dirty pick and shovel work in'city and 
country; the low quality and poor work- 
manship, in Western eyes, of the consumer 
and semi-durable goods; the debasing of 
Yalta as an overcrowded health resort on 
the Black Sea; the city planning being fol- 
Jowed in Moscow and other cities, partic- 
ularly Stalingrad and Rostov, and the 
mediocre appearance of the present gov- 
ernment and party leaders. 

Every diplomat and permanent corre- 
spondent with whom I talked commented 
on the change to a friendly attitude by 
governmental officials. Ordinary people 
still remain aloof from foreigners but I 
did not encounter the hostility prevalent 

in 1937, the time of the purge trials. 
Qualified observers attributed the change 
to the passing of Stalin and the inex- 
perience and perhaps the lack of self- 
confidence of the new leaders.

The death of 
Stalin in March 1953 and the intervening 
rule by the current seemingly headless 
Kremlin team have made a marked change 
in Russian life, as I have periodically seen 


it at first hand over the past 33 years, and | 


may give the Western powers their best 
chance ever of successful negotiations for 
something beyond meré co-existence. Com- 
pletely harmonious international relations 
must be a distant goal from any realistic’ 
appraisal of Communist ideology and prac- 
tice. 

Persons who have not visited Russia will 
find it difficult to picture how Stalin was 
and is regarded or revered by the lowest 
to the highest Russians. His deep and per- 
vading influence from the time of Lenin's 
death in 1924 has been far greater than 
that of Franklin D. Roosevelt on the United 
States or Sir Winston Churchill on the 
British Commonwealth and empire. 


He was a ruthless dictator, a political 
killer who permitted no opposition to him- 
self or his plans. He dominated everything 
in the Communist world—thé party, 
government, the economy, the secret po- 
lice and the propaganda. He more than 
held his own in the negotiations with 
Roosevelt and Churchill at Teheran and 
Yalta and with Truman, Churchill and 
Attlee at Potsdam. His pictures and stat- 
ues, together with those of Lenin, are 
everywherg throughout the Soviet Union. 
He is thé reputed author of many books 
and of the 1936 constitution. 

He was, in fact, the law, and he let 
nobody forget it. Even today his benign 
portraits, usually in his marshal’s uniform, 
look down from the walls of hundreds of 
thousands of offices and homes. He was and 
to some extent still is Big Brother of 
George Orwell's novel, “1984.” He trained 
no successor, either as head of the state 
or as head of the party and not even the 
closest foreign observers of Russian affairs 
predicted that Malenkov would be chosen 
Prime Minister by the other party leaders. 
Khrushchev was named First Secretary of 
the All-Union Commynist party. 

Malenkov counted on popular favor by 
reducing consumer goods prices, empha- 
sizing light industries production and re- 
laxing payments by the farmers. The 
tipoff that there was not to be another 
dictator in the near future came when 


I saw Stalin only at a distance at a Mos- 
cow Red Square celebration in 1937 and 
like most other visitors have seen his em- 
balmed -body alongside that of Lenin in 
the red granite tomb outside the Kremlin 
wall. His face still fits the conception of 
“Big Brother.” 


On this trip, I saw all the highest 
leaders at close hand. Only Bulganin 
had the dignified bearing associated 
with the Premiership. He dresses con- 
servatively and the times I watched him 
he appeared to be in command, smilingly 
directing others what to do. 


Khrushchev, with his ill-fitting clothes, 
his shaved head, gaudy necktie and bois- 
terous manner, looked more like a city 
alderman of the old days than the effi- 
cient director of international Commu- 
nism, Persistent and well-founded re- 
ports of his heavy drinking are hurting 
his international reputation. They are 
not mentioned, of course, in the Russian 
press.

Communistic tactics and is conducting 
propaganda campaigns at home and abroad 
for peace on Soviet terms. Whether this 


is a turning point in Soviet history no out- 


sider can say. 

From the evidence at hand, it does not 
look as though the present leadership 
will go back to Stalin’s ruthless domes- 
tic dictatorship and double - dealing 
abroad. 

The purposes of the international cam- 
paign are apparent. They are to divide 
and confuse the Western allies, to get the 
United States armed forces out of Europe 
and Asia and, above all, to bar the use of 
atomic and thermonuclear weapons. A spe- 
cial objective is an unarmed, neutral Ger- 
many. The Kremlin’s determination to 
pursue these purposes can perhaps be 
measured at Geneva. 

The equally intense domestic campaign 
is less comprehendable ‘to outsiders It 
could have two major purposes: first, to 
convince the Russian masses that if there 
is war it will be an aggressive attack by 
capitalistic America on peace-loving Rus- 
sia; second, to overcome the belief of the 
masses there is no use working hard to

BY THE WARSAW TREATY the Krem- 
lin began formally building a Soviet hege- 
mony which, beyond mutual military as- 
sistance, could create a ruble currency bloc 
comparable to the sterling and dollar 
blocs. As a self-supporting empire it would 
need only tropical products, non-ferrous 
metals, rubber, foods and fibers. That is 
why India, Indochina and Indonesia will 
be so important in the coming years 

The Soviet Union is still a vast, incom- 
prehensible, backward, undeveloped coun- 
try whose 200,000,000 population need 
Western know-how and Far Eastern raw 
materials. Quantitatively, its per capita 
output is about one third that of the 
United States and qualitatively the spread 
is much wider. There are signs that the 
present leaders, less Communistically doc- 
trinaire than Stalin, are hoping to make 
deals with the West and the so-called “neu- 
trals” to improve this situation. Within 
Russia today, I was told by my young in- 
terpreter, a Communist if not actually a 
party member, that the local party meet- 
ings are devoted to the necessity for in- 
creasing efficiency, reducing the number 
of bureaucratic conferences and cutting 
down correspondence ‘rather than to the 
inculcation of Communistic dogmas 


Within a totalitarian planned economy, 
with the forced help of the satellites and 
the aid of allies and friends, the Krem- 
lin can channel the efforts and products 
of 200,000,000 people for the spectacular 
production in special lines, such as 
atomic and thermonuclear projects, air- 
craft and guided missiles and heavy in- 
dustries necessary for defense. The 
country is ending its fifth five-year pro- 
gram and is drafting the sixth. Even 
under’ a Communistic system, which 
Westerners think gives inadequate per-

The Secretary of State did not make 
the settlement of outstanding inter- 
national problems a precondition of dis- 
armament. Neither did Molotov, but he 
did say that it would “facilitate the cre- 
ation of an atmosphere of trust among 
nations” which would create the neces- 
sary conditions for disarmament. 

In the type of bargaining usually 
ducted by Soviet diplomats this would per- 
mit them to demand, for example, that all 
forces be withdrawn from Germany and 
that Germany be neutralized before any 
serious consideration of disarmament could 
take place. The Soviets already have pro- 
posed, however, that a world conference 
be called during the first half of 1956 to 
“discuss the general reduction of arma- 
ments and the prohibition of atomic 
weapons.” 

It is apparent that there are items on 
each side of the two lists about which there 
is no chance of early agreement. Some 
agreement may- be possible on the least

THE CURRENT PROPOSALS for what 
is improperly called disarmament, instead 
of limitation or regulation of armaments, 
has nothing to do with preventing war. If 
successful, it would provide somewhat of a 
standoff in military power between the 
East and West in Europe and would abol- 
ish the use of atomic weapons. It would 
reduce the “crushing burden of arma- 
ments.” 

But would it create a relaxation of in- 
ternational tension?

The Korean War is the lone ex- 
ample of an international force under the 
Charter on a temporary basis. 

The men who planned the organization 
of the United Nations hoped that even- 
tually a permanent international army 
under the United Nations would be or- 
ganized, and that ultimately, as national 
forces were gradually reduced, the inter- 
national force would become the most 
powerful military force in the world, 
The United Nations would thus be able 
to “maintain or restore international 
peace and security.” 

This would be enforceable disarmament. 
But the peoples of the world have shown 
no disposition to give up sovereignty to 
this degree, the United States least of all. 
Finletter maintains that the people of the 
United States would back enforceable dis- 
armament 

He contends that it would give much 
greater security than the unenforceable 
system which the West has proposed, 
since the unenforceable system permits a 
violator of its agreement ‘to prepare weap- 
ons of mass destruction in secret. The 
United States might remember that Japan 
violated its agreements in secret under 
the unenforceable disarmament of the 
London Naval Conference in 1922 

It is essential, nevertheless, that the 
difficulties of regulation of armaments 
be overcome. One remembers the “lost 
generation” .of the depression of the 
‘30s. They blamed their parents for 
the mess the world was in for leaf-raking 
projects, and for apparently hopeless fu- 
The parents, however, had no clear 
warning of what was ahead for the econ- 
omy of the United States and drifted un- 
knowingly into economic disaster. 

Today the world is drifting — all too 
knowingly — into not a disaster, but a 
catastrophe such as mankind has never 
known, through the development of nu- 
clear weapons. It is imaginable that just 
as hine - tenths of the literature of the 
Greeks and Romans has disappeared, so

T HE SECOND Hoover Commission has disbanded, leaving with

It may be found in other rec- 
ommendations which would re- 
quire the government to get 
out of certain operations and 
turn them over to private busi- | 
ness, 

It may also be recognized in! 
several suggestions intended to 
reduce waste and duplication of 
government services. 

As Congress studies the rec- 
ommendations, there will be 
those who will charge that the | 
commission’s objective was to 
repeal the New Deal. Others 
will contend that the commis- 
sion simply carried out its in- 
structions to abolish services, 
activities and functions not nec- 
essary for the efficient conduct 
of government and to eliminate. 
federal activities which are com- 
petitive with private enterprise. 


Six Objectives Cited. 


As the commission officially | 
went out of existence Thursday, 
Hoover told reporters that his| 
group had been guided in its de- 
liberations toward six objec- 
tives: 

1. To preserve the full se- 
curity of the nation in a_ dis- 
turbed world. 

2. To maintain 


the function- 


ing of all necessary agencies 
which make for the common 
welfare. 

3. To stimulate fundamental 


research upon which national 
security and progress are based. 

4. To improve the efficiency 
and eliminate waste in the ex- 
ecutive agencies. 

5. To eliminate or reduce gov- 
ernment competition with pri- 
vate enterprise. 

6. To strengthen the econom-, 
ic. social and governmental 
structure “which has brought 
us, now for 166 years, constant 
blessings and progress.” 

The “hottes®?’ document 
among the commission's reports 
is that dealing with water re- 
sources and power, which was 
turned in Thursday. 

Basically, it reflected Hoov- 
er’s self-perpetuating and hos- 
tile views toward low-cost pub- 
lic power projects and called 
on Congress drastically to hob- 
ble current federal power op- 
erations and invite private in- 
terests to take over the power 
from government dams built in 
the future. The main target of 
the report was the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, the most suc- 
cessful venture of its kind in 
the world. 

1931 Veto Recalled. 

It was in February 1931 that 
Hoover vetoed a bill which, es- 
sentially, called for setting up 
what is now the TVA. The bill 
called for the establishment of 
federally-operated power and 
fertilizer business at Muscle 
Shoals in Alabama. 

Hoover wrote in his veto mes- 
sage that such an undertaking | 
“is to break down the initiative 
and enterprise of the American 
people; it is the destruction of 


equality and opportunity 
amongst our people; it is the 
negation of the ideals upon: 


which our cfvilization is based.” 

It is noteworthy that after 24 
years, Thursday's Hoover Com- 
mission report charged that in 
the field of power the govern- 
ment is conducting ‘functions 
and activities which are com- 
petitive with private enterprise” 
and that such competition “has 
taken on many aspects which 
are the negation of our funda- 
mental economic system.” 

In the same veto message 
Hoover referred to the “inept- 
ness of the Federal Government 
to administer such enterprises 
and the penalties which the 
local community suffers under 
it.” A little further in the 
message he wrote: 

“The real development of the | 
resources and the industries of 
the Tennessee Valley can only 
be accomplished by the people 
of the valley themselves. Muscle 
Shoals can only be administered 
by the people upon the ground, 
responsible to their own com- 
munities, directing solely for 
the benefit of their commu- 
nities and not for the pursuit 
of social theories or national 
politics. Any other course de- 
prives them of their liberty.” 


Echoed in Report. 

These sentiments are echoed

New Law Provides for «Barrio’ Meetings 
Annually—Councils to Be Elected to 
Run Rural Area Affairs.

During nearly half a century 
Americans administered’ the 
Philippines and tried to prepare 
them for self-rule. But our 
representatives in these islands 
failed to help build strong local 
governments, 

Head men or “barrio lieuten- 
ants” of each village and their 
assistants continued to be ap- 
pointed by higher officials who 
often were political bosses and 
large landowners. This system 
left important decisions concern- 
ing village affairs to men who 
lived away in the larger towns 
and often were ill-informed or 
indifferent. And the great ma- 
jority of citizens who worked 
the land lacked authority to 
manage and improve their own 
communities. 

First Legal Step. 

Now the administration of 
President Ramon Magsaysay has 
taken the first legal step to 
remedy this critical omission. 
To the extent that Filipinos in 
the nearly 18,000 rural “barrios” 


are informed of their rights 
under the new law, they will 
have an opportunity to begin 


running their own government. 

The village folk, however. 
still need local tax powers in 
order to generate the finances 
needed for effective self-help in 
rural development. 

The new legislation that rep- 
resents this milestone in Philip- 
pine history was introduced into 
the last session of the Philippine 
congress by Senator Tomas Ca- 
bili. This tough-minded former 
guerrilla leader from the big 
southern island of Mindanao has 
distinguished himself by a genu 
ine interest in the rural prob 
lems that so seldom are under- 
stood here in the big metropolis 
of Manila. 

The first law. which became 
Republic Act 1245 when it was 
signed recently by President 
Magsaysay, establishes the Phil- 
ippine equivalent of the Ameri- 
can “town meeting” type of local 
government. 

It provides that on the third 
Tuesday of every January each 
barrio must hold such a meeting 

Every person who has been a 
bona fide resident of the barrio 
for six months or more and is 
at least 21 years old is entitled 
to vote. This permits participa- 
tion by many Filipinos who do 
not vote in the national and 


provincial elections because they 


are unable to meet the minimum 
literacy réquirements. y 
More than one-half of the elig- 
ible voters must attend this an- 
nual “barrio meeting” to provide 
a quorum. They are to elect a 
“barrio council.” This new unit 
of government is to be chair- 
manned by a barrio lieutenant. 
He is to be assisted by deputy 
barrio lieutenants equal in num- 
ber to the “sitios” or clumps of 
houses located within the area of 
that barrio. In adition the voters 
shall elect a councilman for live-

HE St. Louis Jazz Club is 
T an organization of some 275 

persons of all ages and both 
sexes who are dedicated to the 
proposition that Dixieland Jazz 
is the only true jazz and that 
Louis Armstrong is its prophet. 


The members maintain a some- 
what Olympian attitude toward 
other forms of jazz. with one 
exception, and that’s be-bop, 
which they dislike. The very 
mention of be-bop makes a 
Dixieland man go slightly mad. 

To the bopsters, on the other 
hand, the Dixieland lovers are 
known, in the parlance, as 
“mouldy fygges,” spelled that 
way. It’s be-bop spelling. But 
the Dixieland people are per- 
fectly happy to be known as 
mouldy fygges, if it comes from 
the bopsters. In fact, they look 
upon it almost as a mark of dis- 
tinction. Better a mouldy fygge 
any day than a bopster. 

The St. Louis Jazz Club was 
born in the spring of 1952 when 


Mrs. Vivian Oswald, an inde- 
fatigable jazz lover, decided 
that St. Louis should have a 


club of jazz lovers like other 
cities have, notably New Orleans 
and Chicago. Mrs. Oswald ap- 
proached a disc jockey at a St. 
Louis radio station, told him of 
her idea, and he proved to be 
of like mind. He started inviting 
jazz lovers to join up, offering

They went in the hole financial- 
ly, but it was worth it. It was 
probably the high point, so far, 
in the history of the club. 

The club now has a constitu- 
tion and by-laws and regularly 
elected officérs. While the by- 
laws don't explicitly state as 
much, it is understood that the 
club goes only for Dixieland 
jazz, and so strong is the feeling 
on the subject that some mem- 
bers think it actually is in the 
by-laws. 

They have three types of 
membership—active, junior and 
corresponding. An active mem- 
bership costs $3 a year, a cor- 
responding membership $2, and 
a junior membership for teen- 
agers is $1. They have quite a 
few teen-agers. The average age 
of the members is about 35. 

The membership runs the 
gamut. There ape doctors and 
lawyers, clerks typists and 
quite a few amateur musicians. 

“Everything, in fact, but bop- 
sters,” one member explained. 
“They leave us alone. We're 
traditionalists.” 

The club meets once a month, 
at various halls around town, 
and the meeting usually consists 
of a business meeting by the of- 
ficers, followed by an evening

of jazz offered .by whatever 
group they have engaged for the 
evening. 

I attended their last regular 
meeting, which was held at the 
hall of American Legion Post 
154, in Wellston. This is a big, 
handsome new brick building, 
with large auditoriums both up- 
stairs and down. The meeting 
was held in the downstairs audi- 
torium which also houses a bar. 
Quite a few of the members 
like to drink beer during the 
jazz session, but nobody drank 
anything stronger. It goes with- 
out saying that the club mem- 
bers take their jazz seriously, 
and the occasion is one for seri- 
ous listening, not roistering. 

The club members began to 
drift in about 8 o'clock, and 
while the officers held a busi- 
ness meeting most of them sat 
around and drank beer and 
talked. I joined a group of young 
members. 

They explained that the fea- 
ture attraction of the evening 
was going to be Bill. Martin and 
his newly reorganized Dixieland 
Jazz Band. 

“He’s a trumpet man,” one of 
them explained. “He comes from 
Cairo, Ill., and he plays in the 
style of Armstrong.” 

I learned that there is more 
than one kind of Dixieland jazz. 
There are New Orleans and Chi- 
cago styles, and then just plain 
Dixieland, which seems to be 
the original. 

Two of the young men at the 
table were Bill Shearer and Paul 
Schultz, both in their twenties. 
Shearer, it turned out, is a pian- 
ist, and Schultz plays the bull 
fiddle. 

“Dixieland doesn't necessarily 
mean New Orleans,” Schultz 
was explaining to me. “There's a 
difference in sound. New Or- 
leans is more solid and full- 


bodied; Dixieland is more Wild.” 
“You can ask a dozen people 


and get a dozen different an- 
swers,” Shearer put in, trying to 
define Dixieland. Everyone at the 
table agreed that this was in- 
deed the case. 

The ideal Dixieland band, they 
told me, has six players; some- 
times seven. There's trumpet, 
clarinet, trombone, drums, bass 
fiddle, piano and sometimes 


banjo. 
I] urer of the club, joined the 
group. Garren, a short, bald- 
ing man with a round face and 
an easy smile, said that St. Louis 
once ranked with New Orleans as 
a jazz center. That was back 
around 1916 when a man named 
Charlie Thompson wan the na- 
tional ragtime pianc playing 
contest. There were quite a few 
authentic bands in those days, 
but there were too few people 
to appreciate what they were 
trying to do, and they drifted 
away. There followed a long 
period of jazz drouth with a 
brief revival in the ‘twenties. 

“A lot of good men came here 
in those days,” Schultz said, 
“like Red McKenzie, who only 
had a comb and a kazoo and a 
ukelele. But he was one of the 
best and he laid down a lot of 
good things to listen to.”” Which, 
translated, means he made some 
good records. “Louis Armstrong 
played around here in those 
days, too,” he continued, “then 
there were the Missourians and 
the -St. Louis Crackerjacks. 
They're the band we named ours 
after.” 

Schultz explained that he and 
Shearer are forming a band to 
be called the St. Louis Cracker- 
jacks. 

“So far.” he said, “we're it. 
We're trying to get a whole 
band organized.” 

After the ‘twenties there was 
another long dry spell. But 
since about 1950 there has been 
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OLLIS GARREN, the treas- 


quite a rebirth of jazz in St. 


Louis, Garren said. 

“Go up and down the De Bali- 
viere strip some night. There's 
half a dozen good bands around 
here now. And we've got two 
real good clarinet men from New 
Orleans, Norman Mason and Al 
Guishard. Al once held a single 
note for 60 seconds.” 

The musicians began to drift 


in and one of them, Al Batch- 
man, joined ‘the table. Al, a 
Negro, as were the other mem- 
bers of the five-piece band, is 


a short man with a smile and 
a sensitive air. 

“I've been playing, to be defi- 
nite, about 35 years around St. 
Louis,” Al said. “I started play- 
ing with bands when I was 12. 
My mother taught me to play. 
My definition of Dixieland? It 
just follows old ragtime in a 
modern way. They're working 
on music like scientists work on 
science and it’s getting faster 
and faster. But Dixieland jazz 
has to have a pure beat, no off- 
beat. Two-four time.” 

The executive meeting broke 
up and everyone moved into 
the auditorium, where long ta- 
bles had been set up facing the 
piano. I talked to Oliver W, 
Johnson, the president of the 
club, a tall, dignified, conserva- 
tive man with graying hair who, 
in a room of 50 people, would be 
the last man you'd pick to be a 
Dixieland jazz addict. He Is a 
regulatory assistant at Union 
Electric. 

“About 1934,” he told me, “I 
happened to read an article on 
record collecting which men- 
tioned some of the old Dixie- 
land bands. I started going 
through a bunch of old records 
I had and found I had quite a 
few collector's items. I got in- 
terested and ‘started, collecting 
seriously. Now I have a base- 
ment full, about 


7500 records, 
I guess.” |

Mrs. Oswald, secretary of the 
club, is a successful career 
woman and looks the part. Under 
her maiden name of Ream she 
manages a construction com- 
pany office. 

“I fell in love with ragtime 
when my mother used to play 


it when I was a girl,” she said. 
“A few years ago I happened to 
buy an album of Kid Ory. I 
listened to it, and I said, ‘That's 
for me.’ My husband liked it, 
too, and we both became Dixie- 
land fans. We have, oh, I guess, 
5000 jazz records.” 

Her husband, Robert Chester 


Oswald, associate professor of 
architectural construction at 
Washington University, was 


among those present. 

While the officers were mak- 
ing their reports to the group, 
1 talked to some of the musi- 
cians present. Among them was 
Norman Mason of clarinet fame. 
Not a member of the band, he 
was just there as a visitor, and 
maybe to sit in. A graying man 
with a smiling, wide-mouthed 
grin, he told me he was born 
in Nassau, had been playing for 
35 years, and used to play with 
Louis Armstrong. Having played 
with Armstrong is obviously one 
of the trademarks of the big 
time.

Chicago and _ started playing 
around there, they called it Chi- 
cago jazz. Same thing. We play 


Armstrong style.” 

At a signal from President 
Johnson, the musicians gathered 
around the piano where Batch- 
man was seated ready to go, and 
started assembling their instru- 
ments and sounding a few pre- 
liminary tootles. There was Mar- 
tin on the trumpet, John Orange 
(he once played with Armstrong, 
too) on the trombone, Theodore 
Bibbs on the drums and Kimball 
Dial on the clarinet 

Martin stamped his foot a 
couple of times and the eve- 
ning’s entertainment was under 
way, They got the feel of things 
and set_the mood with a slow, 
easy chorus of Basin Street 
Blues. Then they played Royal 
Garden Blues and opened up a 
little. The audience kept time 

with tapping feet and bobbing 
heads, and their expressions in- 
dicated their interest was both 
esthetic and academic. They 
broke into frequent applause for 
hot licks or solos. 

The orchestra swung into Tin 
Roof Blues and followed it up 
with High Society Blues. When 
they played The Saints Go 
Marching In the listeners were 
in a kind of trance, swaying and 
bobbing with the music. 

By the time they reached Wol- 
verine Blues an hour or so later 
the band had worked itself into 
a frenzy. 

With Memphis Blues every- 
thing and everybody seemed to 
be jumping in time with the 
music, and Mahogany Stomp had 
the walls trembling. I looked 
around at the audience and they 
were away out yonder some- 
where. 

They never knew when I left, 
because the band was playing 
Muscat Ramble.

Possum Trot Farm 
Return of the Beaver 


Along Saline Creek 


By Leonard Hall 


UR recent sighting of a beaver in Saline creek, the little 
0 stream that meanders for almost a mile through Possum 

Trot Farm, is interesting evidence of the comeback 
which this once-plentiful furbearer is making in Missouri. 
In their “Survey of Resi- 
dent Game and Furbear- 
ers” published by the Uni- 
versity of Missouri in 1937, 


Drs. Bennitt and Nagel 
point out some relevant 
facts. Since 1915, except 
for a few transient colo- 


nies in some of the north- 
western and an 
occasional report from re- 
mote parts of the Ozarks, 
the beaver had been prac- 
tically extinct in Missouri. 
Today we have a popula- 
tion estimated at nearly 
10,000 animals. Something 
like 300 beaver are being 
taken annually, most of 
them  live-trapped for 
planting in suitable loca- 
tions now unoccupied. 
These are taken on “nui- 
sance trapping permits” 
where some damage to farm property Is being reported; but 
it is plain that this harvest is not enough to check further 
spread of the species, wherever it finds conditions favorable 
for colonization. 

The earliest effort to re-establish beaver was in 1928, 
when six pairs of northern animals were purchased from 
Minnesota and released at Indian Trail State Park in Dent 
county on a small tributary of the Meramec. These beavers 
soon disappeared from the creek but turned up again on 
the parent stream, several miles away. Here they bred and 
raised young, and from this colony, three individuals were 
trapped and taken in 1929 to Montauk State Park on the 
headwaters of Current river. Again the effort to establish 
a colony was successful and today, 25 years later, these 
beavers have spread 100 miles downstream. 

* * * 
It wasn’t long, however, before some damage 
began to be reported.

In northwest Missouri this 
came from building dams in drainage ditches or 
burrowing into dikes. In the Ozarks, it was reported 
that beaver colonies destroyed considerable corn, 
dragging it from the fields to their underwater 
storehouses. This was an unusual source of beaver 

food, probably accounted for by the fact that gravel 

erosion along the Ozark streams left little growth 

of willows and other soft woods which these ani- 

mals normally prefer for food. A very interesting 

conclusion on the growing interest in conservation 

and wildlife can be drawn from the fact that far 

fewer beaver are trapped than the “nuisance trap- 

ping permits” would make possible. Property own- 

ers report damage, then apparently decide they'd 

rather put up with some damage and have some 

beaver than to see them trapped out.

@ THE GOVERNING FACTOR in the beaver population 
for a long time wil! probably continue to be the badly deva- 
stated condition of the watersheds of most Missouri streams 
Since the little animals live either in houses of sticks and 
mud, built in the pools formed by their dams, or in bank 
burrows as is common on the larger Ozark streams, they 
cannot stand constantly fluctuating water levels. Their liv- 
ing quarters are always constructed above water level and 
if they are repeatedly flooded out, they must eventually 
move. By the same token, their return is generally a sign 
that a stream has at least begun to stabilize as a result of 
better land-use on the watershed. When beaver are men- 
tioned, we generally think of Kit Carson and Jim Bridger, 
pushing out to explore the headwaters of the Yellowstone 
and the Missouri, or of Chouteau, Manuel Lisa and Sublette 
sending their mountain men up-river in keel boats and dug- 
out canoes. The fact is, of course, that long before this 
western trade started, French trappers from St. Louis and 
Fort Kaskaskia were taking a goodly volume of beaver pelts 
on all the streams that lie south and immediately west of 
St. Louis: the Gasconade and Meramec, the St. Francois 
and the complex of rivers that empty into the White, includ- 
ing Black, Current, Eleven Points and others

When beaver are reported from close to the 
juncture of the Meramec and Mississippi, it is not 
their location that should surprise us, for this was 
once good beaver habitat. Rather, it is that the 
animals somehow manage to get along in a valley 
which is subjected to so much bad land-use. The 
timber on this watershed is still over-cut, while 
burning is just now being brought under control. 
Cultivated fields are plowed, where possible, right 
to the river bank and most of the cover of trees 
and brush is gone. Gravel from the hills and silt 
from the fields both choke the river bed and most 
hard rains produce conditions of serious overflow.

@ IT IS THESE THINGS rather than trapping which 
finally wiped out the last beaver in the Ozarks, where they 


have been almost non-existent for 75 years. Since few adults 


in the area have ever seen a live beaver 


there's little won- 
der that the lone animal appearing in the long pool above 
our water-gap was mistaken for a muskrat or a ming. It 
wasn't finally identified, in fact, until I began finding peeled 
willow sticks that it had cut and finally saw it floating a 
very large branch down through the pool to its burrow. 
That settled the last doubt 

The return of our beaver to Saline creek is a hopeful 
Sign, a sign that better land-use in our valley and fire pro- 
tection on the mountains are beginning to slow down the 
run-off and stabilize the stream flow once more. The poor 
fellow picked a place where he will be disturbed by passing 
traffic, so we wouldn't be surprised if he moves to a quieter 
spot. But we're hoping he’s here to stay and believe there's. 
no reason why he shouldn't, as long as we hold the rain 
back on the land where it falls, instead of letting it rush 
down to put Saline creek out of its banks every time there's 
a good shower. 
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July 4,1776—Dawn of a Nation 


Declaration Was Just One Stroke in Long, Hard Fight for Independence

“When in the course of 
human events...” Thus the 
story is told now in a thousand 
history books and repeated 
every Fourth of July from 
countless oratorical stands. 
But it wasn’t all lofty language 
and solemn history when the 
first chapter was written 179 
years ago. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 2 (AP) 
IOLENT thunderstorms 
V shook the city. The can- 

nonade of thunder and the 
din of rain sometimes drowned 
the voices in the dim hall as men 
rose to demand the attention of 
the chairman, Benjamin Harri- 
son of Virginia. 

In retrospect, the storms 
emerged as symbolic of the 
times. Thunder and lightning 
are like the hammer and anvil 
with which the people in the 
hall were forging a new nation. 
But the act of July 4, 1776, was 
but one stroke in the Revolu- 
tion. 

There was, to begin with, the 
war itself—a frequently discon- 
nected series of smal] wars and 
campaigns induced by economic 
opprefsion. In that early sum- 
mer of ‘76 its first phase had 
ended. The Commander in 
Chief, George Washington, had 
drawn an arc around the British 
in Boston so tightly that life 
became untenable there for them 
and they filed onto their ships 
and sailed away. 

There continued, meanwhile, 
and would last for some time, 
one of those fiasco adventures 
for which all young armies 
seem to have a weakness: the 
campaigns in Canada and the 
northern approaches to the Col- 
onies. Forces were thrown 
piecemeal into that military 
abyss which had no vital link 
to what should have been the 
grand strategy: to shake loose 
the British grip on the Colonies 
themselves. The venture would 
end luckily and happily for the 
Americans a year later at a place 
now called Saratoga — thanks 
less to American generalship 
than to colossal British blunder- 
ing.

OW, as the mood of revolu- 

tion grew in the Congress, 

the commander was bringing 
his ragtag and bobtail army 
down from Boston to New York 
and disposing’ it thinly around 
Long Island and Manhattan with 
a fine disregard for exposed 
flanks.

Mrs. Mildred Blauvelt Lived Daring Double 
Life for Almost 9 Years, Posing as Disgruntled 
Stenographer While Reporting Party Activities

OR almost nine years Mrs. Mildred Blauvelt lived a daring 
Masquerading as a disgruntled, underpaid ste- 
nographer, she joined the Communist party in 1943, rose 


rapidly through the ranks to positions of -trust in the party's 
higher councils and attended Communist training courses given 
only to the most exceptional workers. 


Singled out for a confidential 
assignment by the party in 1951, 
she was about to be honored for 
her devotion to the Communist 
cause when the Reds discovered 
that their prize pupil was a 
fraud. Their humorless, submis- 
sive little stenographer, who was 
always so ready to distribute 
Communist literature on street 
corners or Solicit subscriptions 
to the Daily Worker, turned out 
to be an exceedingly clever New 
York policewoman, assigned to 
keep an eye on Red activities. 

Recently Detective Blauvelt, 
the first woman ever to receive 
the New York Police Depart- 
ment’s Citation for Exceptional 
Merit, an award given for “an 
act of bravery, intelligently per- 
formed, involving risk of life,” 
testified before the House Un- 
American Activities Committee. 

Quietly reading from notes 
made from her reports turned 
in during her nine years as an 
undercover agent, Mrs. Blauvelt 
listed some 1100 names of people 
she had known as Communists. 
described Red propaganda drives 
in Brooklyn, where she was as- 
signed by the party to various 
Communist clubs, and outlined 
the Party’s fund-raising and re- 
cruiting methods. ; 

When she had finished telling 
her story during two days of 
executive sessions and four days 
of open hearings, a committee 
spokeman said that it was the 
first time in committee history 
that a witness had been able to 
furnish such a full, first-hand 
factual account of how the Com- 
munist party operated at grass 
roots. Subcommittee Chairman 
Morgan Moulder (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, ordered special letters of 
commendation for Mrs. Blauvelt 
and the New York Police Depfrt- 
ment and praised her as “one of 


idea what the name meant.” 
Mildred recalls. “But I was sus- 
pended and asked to turn in 
my card.” 

Mildred still has no idea how 
the Communists came to find 
her suspect but she then decided 
to shift the scene of her activi- 
ties. Again changing her name, 
this time to Sylvia Vogel, she 
provided herself with another 
fictitious background of educa- 
tion and family history and tried 
again. She began attending what- 
ever Communist meetings she 
could find in the Flatbush area 
in Brooklyn and finally in Janu- 
ary, 1944, began to gain the at- 
tention of the leaders of the 
300-member Flatbush Commu- 
nist Club. Mildred decided that 
this time she would “make it 
look hard” but finally after 
three months she allowed her- 
self to be convinced and re- 
cruited to the Flatbush Club.

Mildred says that she never 
pictured herself as a Brooklyn 
Mata Hari, and that she was as 
surprised as she was excited 
when she was told soon after she 
had graduated from the Police 
Academy that she was to be as- 
signed to the Police Depart- 
ment’s super-secret BOSSI— 
Bureau of Special Service and 
Investigation When she was 
told that it was to be her job “to 
get into the Communist party to 
learn who the members were 
and what they were doing,” she 
had little idea where to start 
and certainly no advance warn- 
ing that she was tackling a job 
that was to change the next nine 
years of her life. 

First off 28-year-old Mildred, 
who was then unmarried, 
changed her name from Mildred 
Bohman to Mildred Brandt and 
decided that she would pose as 
a stenographer, since she had 
been just that before joining the 
police force. She read the Daily 
Worker avidly and boned up on 
Marx and Engels anu absorbed 
all the Communist literature she 
could find. With the exception 
of her police department super- 
iors, only one person, her father, 
knew of her role on the night in 
April. of 1943 when Mildred 
journeyed from her home in 
Brooklyn up to the Bronx to 
make her first bid for Commun- 
ist party membership. 

“I had read in the Daily 
Worker of a series of forums to 
be held by the 9th A.D. Club,” 
Mildred explains. “At the first 
meeting I just sat silent. In fact, 
for a month or so I just sat and 
listened. Then when I thought 
the time was right for some of 
the comrades to taKe notice of 
me, I began asking questions 
after the speakers had finished.” 

The Communists were de- 
lighted when Mildred finally al- 
lowed them to convince her that 
the Communist party held the 
cure for all the ills of the world. 
Before long they invited the 
poor, underpaid and unhappy 
stenographer to take out a party 
card. Promoting her rapidly, 
they soon made her a group 
captain charged with visiting the 
homes of back-sliding members 
to revitalize their interest after 
they had failed to attend meet- 
ings or pay their dues. 

Mildred thought the Commun- 
ists were thoroughly convinced 
that she had come to really hate 
the democratic way of life when 
one day she was informed by 
the club’s secretary that she was 
under suspicion as a Christian 
Frontist. — .

While fescues do not make as 
smooth a turf as other lawn 
grasses, they are a good choice 
for back yards, play yards or 
athletic fields. Fescues may also 
be planted for erosion control 
on,embankment or steep hill- 
sides or for waterways. Banks 
of Alta fescue grass have been 
used in place of concrete spill- 
ways on a small lake at West- 
wood Country Club. 


Unlike blue grass, the fescues 
grow well from spring seeding, 
but seed may also be planted*in 
early fall, It is essential] to have 
a good seed bed and to plant 
deeply. Seeds will not grow well 
if they are simply scattered on 
ground,

Each year we see more pub- 
licity about the “hot weather 
grasses’ — U-3 Bermuda and 
Meyer »20ysia. _Both of these 
grasses thrive in a hot sunny | 
spot. They are drouth-resistant,. 
and they tend to form a heavy 


turf that crowds out the weeds. | 


However. 


these grasses are 
best 


adapted to large open 
areas, and they do not grow well 
in shade. The slow-growing 
zoySia takes two or three years 
to make a good turf. but Ber- 
muda grass grows rapidly 
that it may become a weed. in- 
vading flower beds or creeping 
ACI Walks and drives Per- 
haps one of the biggest disad- 
vantages of all is that these fine 
Summer grasses do turn brown 
in early’fall and are sere and 
dead-looking in winter 

Both Bermuda and 
grow best when started in a 
properly prepared seed bed 
However, many gardeners who 
like to experiment have been 
planting plugs of the new 
grasses in their blue grass turf. 
Naturally, the plugs grow more 
slowly when they have too much 
competition 

Last summer we found that 
the plugs started best when we 
“pre-soaked” them in water for 
a few hours. (‘A shallow cake 
pan or refrigerator tray is about 
the desired depth.) We dug a 
little - fertilizer beneath each 
plug and then firmed it well, 
to insure proper contact with 
the surrounding soi] 

Soon after planting 
plugs turn brown and look quite 
dead. After two or three weeks. 
when the roots have become es- 
tablished, the plugs green up 
and may start sending up new 
shoots 

Although these summer 
grasses grow well in dry weath- 
er, new plugs must be watered 
regularly until they have be- 
come established. Despite their 
moderate thirt, these grasses 
are heavy feeders. They should 
therefore receive two or three 
fertilizer applications each sea- 
son.

There are about 15,000 more 
| telephones in service now in the 
St. Louis area than six months 
ago, J. R. Peterson, general 
|manager of Southwestern Bell 
| Telephone Co., reported yester- 
| day. 
| ‘Telephoné growth generally 
parallels the rate of growth of 
business as a whole,” he said.

According to A.N.P.A. figures, 
estimated total consumption dur- 
ing the first five month of 1955 
was 2.730.037 tons, an increase 
of 66 per cent over the same 
period last vear. Statistics pre- 
pared by A.N.PA.’s bureau of 
advertising showed that total 
advertising in newspapers hit a 
record high in May, topping a 
year ago by 11 per cent.

Frequent rains beat on

N A HIGH MOUNTAIN VALLEY, remote from 
workaday distractions, some 500 artists, archi- 
tects, city planners, authors, teachers gathered 
to consider their future. Most of their interests 
stemmed from a common concern with design, and 
most of those present were members.of the Interna- 
tional Design Conference which had brought them 
together. The setting was Aspen, once a booming 
silver mining town, now a winter ski resort and 
summer cultural rendezvous in the Colorado Rockies. 
There, with the mountains a barrier to televi- 
sion and radio, with telephone and telegraph un- 
dependable enough to discourage their use, and 
with stimulating vistas of some of nature’s most pro- 
digious designs on every hand, the conference got 
down to business. Its theme: ‘Crossroads—What 
Are the Directions of the Arts?” 


Rolling off the agenda in the week-long session 
came an enormous variety of topics. The problems 
of suburban congestion created by people trying to 
escape city congestion, the composition of canned 
food labels, the suitability of ornamentation on 
buildings, the evolution of color as an element of 
sculpture, the invasion of contemporary art by 
creeping superficialities, the problems of a society 
that seems to derive new anxieties instead of hap- 
piness from its increased leisure time, many others. 


Since the ramifications of design pervade these 
and all other human activities, the conference found 
that its vantage point at the crossroads sometimes 
offered temptations to gallop off in numerous direc- 
tions at once. The week’s end found most of the 
broader questions still at the crossroads, but con- 
ferees felt they had at least been able to stake out 
some trails for further exploration. Among their 
discovered directions of the arts: 


COMMUNICATION—The miracle of color tele- 
vision confronts industry with a means of creating 
overnight coast-to-coast demand for a new product, 
and the miracle of automation furnishes the means 
of producing it fast enough to meet the demand. 
But both inevitably create the problem of speeded- 
up obsolescence. Our alphabet, which has not 
been basically improved since the invention of 
printing 500 years ago, is a clumsy tool; radio, tele- 
vision and movies offer such serious competition to 
the written word that phonetic spelling and a sim- 
plified alphabet may soon become mandatory. The 
movie industry is the victim of doubts of its own 
capacity to attract the mass public on its own terms 
and through its own quality. 


EDUCATION—Teachers too often act as though 
all they have to do is tell the student what they 
want him to know. In spite of our democratic form 
of government, it is the usual custom, in home, 
church and school, to assume that the child does 
not know and the adult does. 


FORM and FUNCTION—Any design which 
serves and improves a purpose is functional, but 


Opening of the festival season finds auto 


well-functioning design can also be spirited. In 
architecture, honesty in structure is desirable, but 
an unnecessary revelation of structure is like a girl 
wearing a Bikini bathing suit—it draws attention, 
but is not always in good taste. 


PUBLIC TASTE—There is no need to play down 
to the alleged bad taste of the masses. Instead of 
spreading highfalutin gospels, of overplaying ab- 
stract design for the sake of being original or smart, 
designers must search for what is fundamental, hu- 
man and shared by almost everyone. Good design 
is ageless. 


LEISURE—To meet the challenge of increased 
leisure time, our society must break down the idea 
that man’s gainful employment is his “work.” The 
work a man does to make himself a complete hu- 
man being must be placed on a par with the work _ 
he does to make a living. The unpaid work he does 
for others or for the community must be recognized 
as a contribution as worthy of acclaim as his suc- 
cess in building up a business. 


CULTURE—Modern man’s concentration on 
earning a living is making him the victim of a whole 
set of anxieties and fears. This is because the cul- 
ture he is producing as he gains his livelihood is 
not convincing to his soul. It leaves him unconfi- 
dent rather than sure, suspicious rather than gen- 
erous, and unable to utilize his best qualities. If we, 
as a nation, do not learn to understand man better, 
we will appear to the rest of the world as a face 
less people, squirting out a culture of meaningless, 
minted pink paste that ultimately convinces no one. 


CITIES—Cautiousness has never produced 
greatness or enduring beauty, nor created the sense 
of pride in a city which becomes an incentive to 
strive for originality, beauty and harmony. Down- 
town residential areas have to be made desirable 
again for the millions who today are suburbanites 
by compromise, for all those who hate gardening 
and commuting, for those who would like to be near 
their offices and near theaters, museums and li- 
braries, but who cannot do so because living near 
downtown has become synonymous with living in 
slums. Slum clearance is not good enough if it re- 
places old slums with brand-new ones with better 
plumbing. , 

The directions of the arts, as they took form in 
the course of the discussions, gradually began to 
point toward a quest for the better and more mean- 
ingful life, stripped of some of its present clutter. 
Said one of the conference members, at a between- 
sessions discussion: ‘The conscientious designer or 
artist or teacher or scientist is always probing, al- 
ways trying to find his directions. Ideas developed 
here will be talked about for a long time in all parts 
of this country, and in other countries. They will 
show up in better houses and cities, more clearly 
thought-out art works, changed teaching methods. 
But,” he added wryly, “not right away.”

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WORK BEGINS ON TABLE ROCK DAM 


Project Above Lake Taneycomo Will Create Missouri's Second Largest Lake, Provide Flood Control, Electric Power 


Aerial view looking upstream at site where Table Rock Dam is under 
construction. Table Rock, limestone bluff from which the project gets 
its name, stands exposed at left.

ABLE ROCK DAM, which will create the 
7 second largest single body of water in 

Missouri, is in its first summer of construc- 
tion. Concrete is being poured around the 
clock (except Sundays) at the big project on 
the White River, in the Ozarks’ Shepherd of the 
Hills country. When completed—target date 
is late 1959—the dam will form a reservoir 
about 80 miles long, with a maximum width 
of three miles and a shoreline of 857 miles. 
About 80 per cent of the pool will be in Mis- 
souri, the remainder in Arkansas. The entire 
project will cost an estimated $68,700,000, the 
dam itself $24,438,738. 

The first multiple purpose dam to be built 
in Missouri by the Federal Government, Table 
Rock will provide flood control affecting nearly 
1,000,000 acres of land. It will supply hydro- 
electric power at an initial maximum of 100,000 
kilowatts. Like the Lake of the Ozarks, larc-

In the Person of Fess Parker He Is on 
The Ohio River, 200 Miles From St. Louis, 
Making Two New Walt Disney Movies

OUNG DAVY CROCKETT FANS will be 
happy to know that their hero didn't die in 
the Alamo, after all. Despite what they 

might have seen on their television screens, the 
king of the wild frontier still lives. In fact, at 
this moment he is not far from St. Louis, mak- 
ing more movies to enthrall legions of small fry 
frontiersmen. 

Davy, in the person of strapping Fess Parker, 
is on location with a Walt Disney crew on the 
Ohio River near Uniontown, Kentucky, some 200 
miles southeast of St. Louis, filming scenes for 
two adventure movies. Unlike Disney's three 
original Crockett movies, which were based 
largely on fact, the new films present fictional 
tales, about real-life characters. Besides Davy 
there are the notorious Harpe brothers and their 
cut-throat band of river pirates, and the fabulous 
Mike Fink, bully, braggart and self - proclaimed 
king of the keelboat men. And, of course, there 
is Davy’s faithful sidekick, Georgie Russell, 
played by Buddy Ebsen. 

A stickler fe authenticity, Disney sent a 
troupe of 50 technicians and actors, with tons of 
equipment, to the locale of the action portrayed 
in the movies. Because one film tells the story 
of Davy’s legendary keelboat race against Mike 
Fink down the Ohio River, it is being madé on 
the Ohio River. The other movie, about how 
Davy and Mike Fink clean out the river pirates, 
is being shot at Cave-in-Rock, Illinois, on the 
banks of the Ohio, the actual stronghold of the 
Harpe brothers more than a century ago. 3 

The equipment .includes two 36-foot keel- 
boats, which are authentic reproductions of the 
once numerous river cargo vessgls that disap- 
peared with the advent of the steamboat. Built 
in Hollywood to exacting specifications, the boats 
were shipped by flatcar to the location, where 
the Disney crew leased two ferry - barges and a 
fleet of small craft for the river operation. 

With production costs running $8000 to $10. 
000 a day, Director Norman Foster is trying to 
get the job done as quickly as possible. Having 
finished two weeks of shooting, he hopes to com 
plete location work in the next three weeks. The 
work day starts at 7 a.m., ends at 7 p.m.—and 
the movie crew can attest that it's blistering ho! 
on the Ohio River in summer. 

The news of Disney's resurrection of Davy 
contains a happy note for the parents of young 
Crockett fans, too. His reappearance will serve 
to introduce two new songs that promise some 
relief from the Davy Crockett ballad, all 20 verses 
of it. Of course, the new tunes might become 
just as popular, but at least the b’ar killed by 
Davy when he was only 3 may remain dead— 
permanently.

HAT WAS PROBABLY the longest total eclipse of the sun in 1238 
years is shown in eight of its phases in the photographs repro- 
duced above. The pictures were taken while the phenomenon 

was visible in the Philippine Islands. Manila time is given for each 
stage, with 12:20 p.m. indicating total eclipse. 

The eclipse, in which the moon blacked out the sun over an esti- 
mated 1,276,000 square miles of the earth’s surface, occurred June 20. 
The 18-mile- wide band of darkness began at dawn near the Seychelles 
Islands in the Indian Ocean, moved at a speed of 24 miles a minute. It 
arched northeastward across the equator, Ceylon, lower Burma, Thai-

land, Indochina, then southeastward over the Philippines and back across 
the equator, ending near the Fiji Islands in the South Pacific. At the 
center of the arch—in the South China Sea—the total eclipse reached 
its maximum duration of 7 minutes, 7.8 seconds. 

In Ceylon, scientists who had gathered there from many parts of 
the world were disappointed when clouds and rain obscured the ecli 
at most locations. the only fortunate team was one from Harvard Uni- 
versity which observed the phenomenon and made important infra-red 
spectral studies at Sigiriya,.150 miles from Colombo. The Harvard group 
had debated the night before whether to move to another location.

The First Fourth Of JULY, suns mo 


A noted historian tells the colorful story of how our nation was born 


However the weather: may turn out to- 
morrow, the day of this nation’s birth, 
July 4, 1776, was bright and pleasant. 
Thomas Jefferson, 33, youngest member 
of the Virginia delegation to the Con- 
tinental Congress in Philadelphia, noted 
that the temperature was 68 at 6 a.m., the 
wind was from the southeast, and the 
mercury rose to 76 in the heat of the day. 

In Pennsylvania’s brick State House— 
now revered as Independence Hall—-from 
40 to 5O representatives of America’s 13 
original colonies and commonwealths had 
for several days been discussing the adop- 
tion of an independence declaration. On 
this day, their debates didn’t end until 
evening. 

Above them in the State House's tall, 
white spire hung a |-ton, 12’ x 5’ bronze 
bell, known then as the Province Bell— 
now as the Liberty Bell. Cast in England, 
it had cracked while being tested in Phil- 
adelphia and had had to be remolded 
twice before fs installation in 1753. 
Around its crown, the bell bore an in- 
scription from Leviticus: “Proclaim lib- 
erty throughout all the land unto all the 
inhabitants thereof.” 


An old bellman is said to have been 
Stationed in the steeple, patiently awaiting 
a signal from a boy posted at the door 
below. When finally, in the hush of even- 
ing, the boy clapped his hands and 
shouted, “Ring! Ring!” the aged patriot 
yanked the rope that was to sigrialize the 
birth of a new nation. (Contrary to popu- 
lar legend, the bell cracked not during 
this historic tolling but 59 years later, 
while it was being rung for the funeral 
of Chief Justice John Marshall.) 


Two-Day Delay 


A resolution of political independence 
had been adopted by the Congress on 
July 2, and John Adams of Massachu- 
setts had written his wife Abigail he felt 
sure that day would be commemorated 
by later generations. But the birth certif- 
icate of the infant Republic bears the 
date July 4, when a full charter of free- 
dom was finally and formally approved. 

Broadsides of the authenticated Dec- 
laration were ordered, hastily run off by 
a local printer on the night of July 4. His 
punctuation and capitalization were so 
erratic that the first printed version has 


been described as following “neither pre- 
vious copies, nor reason, nor the custom 
of any age known to man.” 

The official parchment Declaration of 
Independence in the National Archives 
wasn’t ordered engrossed until July 19. It 
is headed: “In Congress, July 4, 1776. 
The unanimous Declaration of the thir- 
teen united States of America.” (The 
word united was inscribed in small let- 
ters to make a line fit.) But only 12 states 
actually voted for it on July 4, because 
New York’s delegates weren't empowered 
to do so until July 9. And the 55 signers 
who subsequently inscribed their names 
(on August 2 and thereafter) were not 
identical with those who had voted for 
the resolution on July 4. Some of the 
latter had since left the Congress, and 
new members had appeared on the scene. 

Jefferson, chosen to write the Declara- 
tion because of his “felicity of expres- 
sion,” composed the historic document, 
without recourse to reference books or 
pamphlets, on a portable writing desk of 
his own design, in the second-floor parlor 
of a Philadelphia bricklayer’s home where 
he had lodgings. By June 28, he sub- 


mitted a rough draft to John Adams and 
Benjamin Franklin to enable them to 
write in their suggestions. The Congress 
later deleted referenves to the slave trade 
and Scottish mercenaries, along with some 
of Jefferson’s more high-flown passages. 
But the rough draft (left), “scored and 
scratched like a schoolboy’s exercise,” 
was treasured by its author all his life. 

The signers of the Declaration included 
20 lawyers, 15 planters and large holders, 
7 merchants, 4 doctors, 3 businessmen, 
2 farmers, a judge, a surveyor, a clergy- 
man and a scientist-philosopher-diplomat 
(Franklin). Their ages ranged from 26 to 
70; the average was under 45. They ran 
the gamut from the continent’s wealthiest 
men to plain “men of the people.” 


Some Signers Were Doubtful 


John Adams observed that some 
“signed with regret, and several others 
with many doubts.” It wa@as he affixed 
his signature that Franklin is supposed 
to have remarked, “Yes, we must all in- 
deed hang together or most assuredly we 
shall hang separately.” Portly Benjamin 
Harrison of Virginia is reputed to have 
boasted to spare Elbridge Gerry of Mas- 
sachusetts that his own great weight 
would insure his neck’s snapping instantly, 
whereas Gerry would probably be left 
kicking in the air for over half an hour. 
Hancock, who inscribed his famed signa- 
ture about a third larger than usual, is 
said to have commented that he did so 
to enable John Bull to read it without his 
spectacles, and to double the price on 
Hancock's head. , 

After signing, some of the men with- 
drew into relative obscurity, leaving 
scarcely a trace behind. A considerable 
number lost most of their fortunes in the 
subsequent Revolutionary War. The ma- 
jority continued in public service. 

The first to die was John Morton of 
Pennsylvania, in April 1777. The last 
was Charles Carroll of Carrollton, Md.., 
often described as the country’s richest 
man and the sole Catholic among these 
founding fathers. He died in 1832 at the 
age of 95, and was the only signer who 
survived long enough to see anything 
faster than a horse — a railroad train. &

A startling new plan — offered by a longtime fighter 
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THE AUTHOR of this article long has worked to pre- 
vent juvenile delinquency in slum areas of the Bronx, 
the New York City borough where he lives. For years 
he helped build Little League teams and recreation 
areas in those sections. One night last May a teen- 
age gang, the Navajos, boiled out of the slums into 
his neighborhood. One of them stopped Blanken- 
ship’s son, William Jr., 15, a few blocks from his 
home. Words were exchanged; a gun was pulled. A 
moment later William lay dead. 

Understandably embittered by this senseless trag- 
edy, Blankenship resolved to take the rest of his 
family away. The city, he said, has “whipped us. 
We've been caught and crushed.” But friends begged 
him to stay. After much hesitation, he agreed. 

In the weeks that followed, he thought long and 
hard about fighting juvenile delinquency. Finally he 
came up with a plan and presented it “to the people 
of New York City.” His “pre-D” program already 
has gained acceptance among youth leaders in the 
Bronx. PARADE believes it is worth the study of every 
city in America. Herewith, its author explains it.

OU PICK UP the paper and read another terrible 
Story Of teen-age crime, of bloody “rumbles,” 
of young boys and girls killing each other. 

And you think: This happens only in slum neighbor- 
hoods; it can never hurt me or my kids. 


But it can. 
Teen-age crime is more your problem — as good 
parents —- than anyone else's. For without you, it 


cant be licked. And if it isn't licked soon, it may 
someday strike vour home. 

For the past 10 years, |, my wife and four sons — 
Douglas, 18, a paratrooper now; William, 15; Ran- 
dolph, 11; and Cary, 6 — have lived tn a tree-lined 
Bronx suburb. We are almost at the city line, just a 
few minutes by car from lakes and forests. 

My son William attended the nearby Mt. St. 
Michael's Academy, a fine Catholic school. (Though 
we are Presbyterian, I sent Billy to a Catholic school 
because I felt “the Mount” is one of the country’s 
best high schools.) Billy played on the football team, 
was an A student. hoped to follow my steps and enter 
chemical engineering. All of his friends were well- 
brought-up boys, from respectable families. 

Yet teen-age killers struck him down. 

When it happened, my first thought was to run 
from this terror. But the fault, | realized, is not so 
much with the teenagers as with ourselves. Today 
we worship the wrong values. We think more about 
getting a new car or a pay ratse than about the most 
important thing in our lives: raising our children to 
be good citizens. 

As I thought about the problem during the weeks 
after Billy’s death, a plan evolved in my mind. | don't 
claim it’s the final answer by any means: I'm sure 
there will be changes that can make it better. But I 
think it's a good start — a start that we'd better 
make soon before teen-age gangs crush ws. 

1 call it “A Pre-Delinquency Detection Program” 
— “pre-D” for short. The idea is simple: prevent 
delinquency before it happens by spotting the bud- 
ding delinquent and putting him back on the right 
track. 

How to spot the budding delinquent? It's not as 


difficult as you might think. First, there’s usually a 
falling off in marks on his report card; then there’s 
consistent truancy. If you have a student with those 
two characteristics, you have a potential delinquent. 
I'll explain why: 

Unhappy in school because of his poor grades -— 
themselves usually due to boredom and truancy — 
the child, when he does attend. will be uncooperative 
with the teacher. He'll get into brawls with school- 
mates who resent his behavior. As a result, he'll drift 
away to his own kind — other poor students. They'll 
form a gang that roams the streets at night (since they 
have no books to study or even schools to attend the 
next morning). Inevitably the gang will get into 
trouble—even kill—and the truant boy is a criminal. 

Under the pre-D plan, any junior or senior high- 
school student with falling grades and an increasing 
truancy rate would be brought before the Pre-Delin- 
quency Council, which would have five members: 

e A minister, priest or rabbi; 

e A woman — preferably the president of the 

local Parent-Teachers Association; 

e A local businessman; 

e A school principal; 

e The precinct captain of police. 

Meeting regularly once a month, the Council 
would hear cases of children brought before it. 
Parents and teachers of the child would attend and 
give testimony. The police might be called in for an 
opinion. At the end of the hearing, the student 
would be either dismissed with a warning to improve 
his grades, or if his behavior were serious enough 
— remanded to a compulsory “pre-D” study school. 

These schools would be held from 3 to 5 p.m. 
every school day. Supervised by. a teacher and a 
police officer, the classes in effect would be study 
periods. Here the poor students would bone up; when 
their grades improved, they would be released. 

The “pre-D” students also would be given extra 
homework to help them catch up with their fellow 
students. Yes, | know that present-day educators 
favor little or no homework for students. But re- 
member: when a child becomes a pre-delinquent, he 
is no longer a normal student. 

All of the local Pre-Delinquency Councils would be 
directed by one city-wide Council, which would also 
have five members the top men and women in 
the city. In New York, for example, you might have 
Cardinal Spellman, Police Commissioner Francis 
Adams, a top business executive, Superintendent of 
Schools William Jansen, and a woman —- preferably 
the head of the Parent-Teachers Association. 


Curfews and Nightsticks 


This city-wide Council would closely watch each 
area. If the number of children in a neighborhood's 
pre-D school went over a certain level, the city-wide 
Council could “quarantine” that area. 

Such a quarantine would automatically slap a 
9 p.m. curfew on the area; any teenager caught out 
after that hour would be picked up and questioned. 
If the teenager were a “pre-D” student. his or her 
parents could be censured for dereliction of duty. 

All this may sound harsh to some but teenagers 
are committing murders nearly every day. 

Using the nightstick also may seem harsh, but 
again we're dealing with murder. Under the pre-D 
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BLANKENSHIPS grieve after learning about the tragedy. 
Said he: “We can’t blame the kids; the parents have failed.”

plan, the police would be allowed to use the night- 
stick on teenagers but only in quarantined areas. 
And every time an officer used it, he would be re- 
quired to make a full, written report to his. superior. 

Each quarantined neighborhood would be marked 
as such with bright yellow cards. These.would warn 
people entering the area at night and help shame 
the area’s residents into action to erase the stigma. 

An important part of the plan would be a public- 
education drive. Newspaper and magazine ads, radio 
and TV announcements, street posters would point 
out the symptoms of delinquency, just as we now 
point out the symptoms of cancer. A poster could 
show a boy with a long hairdo and black-leather 
jacket standing under a street lamp; the headline 
might read: “Does your boy dress and act like this? 
If so, he may be headed for delinquency!” 

The money for such a program? Surprisingly, it 
would cost very little. The members of the pre-D 
Councils would be unsalaried. The pre-D school 
teachers would be paid by parents of pre-D children, 
who would be assessed by the Council, depending 
on the family’s income. And the cost of the public- 
education campaign could be carried by contributions. 

This, then, is my pre-D plan. designed to pinch off 
juvenile crime before it starts. People in the United 
States, Canada and even England have expressed 
interest in it. I'm glad, for right now my only con- 
solation for the death of my son is the hope that 
some good can come out of it. .

Drawing a bead on a double jumbo-shrimp cocktail in the 
picture above is the New York Yankees’ third baseman, 
Andy Carey. He is settling down to a post-game meal, and 
every forkful will add to his reputation as baseball's biggest 
eater. But for Hungry Andy, this spread is undersized; the 
pictures were shot in New York, and his intake always 
increases on the road. 

Oddly, this voracious appetite seems to affect neither his 
weight (Carey, 6’ |”, broke in with the Yanks three years ago 
at 190, hasn't gained an ounce) nor ability (his 1954 batting §@ 
average: .302). The pictures at right show why: he burns 
energy as fast as he takes it in. “Andy is a misplaced lumber- 
jack,” says Dr. Sidney Gaynor, the Yankee physician. “He 
has a perfectly normal appetite for a man of his tremendous 
. activity.” In addition, Carey's hunger is selective, running 
heavily to protein. He dearly loves steak (5 or 6 pounds a 
sitting) and eggs, shuns starches and most sweets (main 
exception: ice cream), doesn’t eat between meals. He takes 
on a big-breakfast (typically, a double orange juice, ham 
Steak, three eggs, a tomato salad, double order of toast, 
two glasses of milk). usually skips lunch. 

When Carey was signed for a $65,000 bonus after gradua-

The Yanks first found out about it when he came to training 
camp and began eating up his bonus money at a $12-a-steak 
clip. Visions of another Shanty Hogan (who wolfed 13- 
pound steaks, finally ballooned right out of the majors) 
danced in the management's heads, and Carey got orders to 
cut down. He almost starved before the Yanks, realizing 
his output was geared to his intake, okayed his diet. 

Around the circuit, however, he is still regarded as some- 
what of a sideshow performer. When the Yanks were head- 
ing north from camp this spring, they found a whole hotel 
staff clamoring for a look at Carey. A waitress had billed 
him as the biggest eater in hotel history, produced a cheek 
for a 1953 breakfast to back up her claim. Carey, to-prove 
he still had the touch, ate the.same colossal meal again. 


His Fiancée Loves to Cook 


Carey is to be married in the fall, but his bride-to-be, 
Hollywood starlet Lucy Marlowe, isn’t alarmed at the idea 
of cooking for baseball's hungry man. “I love to cook,” she 
says. “I just hope he will be able to eat my cooking. He'd 
better not be finicky.” 

Finicky Carey is not, only healthy. “He's a lot better off 
than players who eat half as much,” Dr. Gaynor says. “I'd 
like to be as normal as Carey is.” .

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When an accident near the city of 
Bharatpur, India, last March tragically 
cut short the brilliant career of the pho- 
tographer known as Yila, the animal 
world lost a loyal and understanding 
friend. 

In more than 20 years of pursuing her 
specialty, Ylla took pictures of thousands 
of animals in every part of the world, 
from her New York studio to the wilds 
of Africa. She loved her subjects, was 
infinitely patient with them and abso- 
lutely unafraid — although she had some 
narrow escapes while luring them into 
camera range.

keeper to death. Previous to the accident 
in which she lost her life (she fell from 
a fast-moving jeep while photographing a 
bullock race) she had spent eight months 
in India taking pictures of native animals. 
Among her subjects: a hunt in which the 
Maharaja of Mysore shot and killed a 
500-pound tiger. 

Both in her studio and out-of-doors, 
Ylla would spend hours to get precisely 
the picture’ she wanted. She calmed the 
animals by talking quietly, or coaxed 
them into camera range with food. 

Born Kamilla Koffler in Vienna, Ylla 
was the daughter of a Romanian father 
and a Yugoslav mother, modified her 
given name into the “Yila” trademark. 
Educated in Yugoslavia, she went to 


a memorial to a world-famous photographer of animals,

Paris and began her career as a sculp- 
tress. To earn a living, she took up pho- 
tography as a sideline and began special- 
izing in animal pictures. Her success led 
her to adopt photography as a full-time 
career. She came to America in 1941 
and became a citizen. 

Her pictures appeared extensively in 
magazines on both sides of the Atlantic. 
Subsequently she produced 12 books of 
animal photographs, some of which were 
published simultaneously in American, 
British and French editions. 

Ylla once said her favorite subjects 
were baby animals. From the thousands 
of photos she took of cubs, kittens, colts, 
puppies and the like, PARADE here rounds 
up seven which Yila herself regarded as 
her favorites. *

Let’s Look at Russia Honestly 


Those who direct our foreign and defense policies have a 
double problem. They need to know the facts and then they 
must decide what to do about them. In the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency it is our job to try to find out the facts and then 
to get. the facts, and their significance, to those who are 
responsible for policy, namely, the President, the Secretaries 
of State and Defense and their advisers. 

Until the Communists built a kind of Chinese Wall, which 
we generally call the Iron Curtain, around their domains, it 
was not so difficult to get a reasonable idea as to the facts in 
a given situation. Today a vast area of the globe — the entire 
Soviet and Satellite orbit, including Communist China — is to 
some extent a “no man’s land” of knowledge. The Communists 
deliberately plan it so. They want to keep us.-in tgnorance 
of what they propose to do and of the means at their disposal 
to carry out their plans. 

Meanwhile, we in the free world work out our policies with 
the light of publicity on what we are doing. Many of our 
major plans in the international field require advance approval 
by the Congress either in the form of ratified treaties or in the 
form of appropriations bills to finance our military establish- 
ment or our foreign-aid programs. In our free society public 
debate is more or less inevitable. Certainly | would not sug- 
gest that we should change this even though it puts us at some 
disadvantage in dealing with an antagonist who plays the 
game by different rules. 

Sometimes, however, in the field of technical military devel- 
opments we tell the world, and hence the Communists, more 
than we need to. This seems to accord with our national 
temperament. We like to share with others the satisfaction of 
our own accomplishments. Personally, I should like to see us 
keep any potential enemies guessing about some of our tech- 
nical accomplishments for here is a field where it does not 
pay to advertise. 

One of the main tasks of the Central Intelligence Agency 1s 
to get at the facts about the Soyiet orbit — the name we 
generally use to cover the Communist-dominated area that 
extends from the Elbe River in the heart of Germany to the 
Yellow Sea and deep into Indochina in the Far East. 


Two Attitudes on Russia 


I do not propose to disclose where in this quest for knowl- 
edge we are having successes. To do so would merely help 
the Soviet to close off existing sources of information. I can 
say, however, that the results of our work have led me to 
believe that we, in the U.S., in our attitude toward the Soviet 
Union fall into two general categories. Some of us seem to 
think that the Russians are supermen who could easily carry 
their conquest where they will. Then at the other extreme there 
are those who over-discount the achievements of the Russians 
and consider that they have second-class brains. 

The truth falls between these two extremes. 

The Soviet Union has its stresses and strains like other 
countries and even their complete control of their press and 
rigid censorship cannot hide this. Also, from time to time, 
their problems reach such dimensions that they cannot cover 
them up. ; 

For example, the Soviet leaders have admitted quite frankly 
the serious nature of their agricultural difficulties. 

Russia is not richly endowed with agricultural resources. 
The land area where both climate and soil are favorable for 
farming 1s small relative to. the population, and most of it is 
in use. Hence, expansion of output requires intensive cultiva- 
tion. The collective farm system has failed to achieve this. 
Their intense effort to bring Siberian waste lands under the 


plow may well prove to be a dismal failure and in any event 
will be very costly. 

Also, in pursuit of industrialization, Soviet economic policy 
has starved agriculture of capital and drained it of labor. On 
the Soviet farms today a large percentage of the work is done 
by women. Many of the workers are old men, war cripples 
and children. Few boys over 16 are seen on the farms. 

On the industrial side, the Soviet Union has devoted so 
large a share of its gross national production to military items 
and heavy industry that their people have been starved of 
consumer goods. Malenkov tried to shift the emphasis a bit 
and produce more consumer goods while at the same time 
keeping military output at substantially the same level as in 
the past. In this he failed and the Soviet Union seems now to 
be returning to the Stalinist austerity. 

A third great problem which faces the Soviet is in the 
Satellite areas. Their ever-changing puppet administrations in 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Bulgaria and Rumania have 
proved signal failures. They have neither satisfied their own 
people nor made the expected contribution to the industrial, 
agricultural and military strength of the Soviet Bloc. Today, 
the Satellite peoples are more dissatisfied with their fate than 
when they were taken over after 1945. 

On the other side of the ledger we must admit that in some 
areas Russia has made formidable progress. Those who come 
to the top in the ruthless power struggle that exists in the 
Soviet Union are persons to be reckoned with. In that “dog 
eat dog” system of power succession, only men of force and 
ability and great ruthlessness reach leadership positions. 

When the Soviet State determines to tackle a particular 
objective, particularly in the field of military production or of 
scientific development, and lays down the ground rules for the 
work to be done, Soviet scientists and technicians have proved 
to be surprisingly éfficient in getting results. 

It is high time we should disabuse ourselves of the notion 
that the Soviet people are only good as chess players, as musi-

Joan-Crawford is one movie star who has 
stormed through life demanding to see the 
manager. Talented, domineering and driv- 
ing in equal measure, she has hacked her 
way through the pit-laden Hollywood jun- 
gle for the past 30 years with a fierce, all- 
consuming ambition. Despite her consider- 
able accomplishments, however, she was 
until a few weeks ago an unhappy, frus- 
trated woman 

“| had love to give,” she explained melo- 
dramatically, “love in my heart, but I was 
unmarried and therefore unfulfilled.” 

Then, on May 9, depression in the Craw- 
ford scheme gave way to delight. For. the 
second time in her incredibly full life, Joan 
stepped into an airplane. She flew to Las 
Vegas, borrowed a wedding ring that didn't 
fit, and married Alfred Steele, 54, president 
of the Pepsi-Cola Company. It was her

Today, as a result of that marriage and 
the European honeymoon that followed, 
Joan Crawford at 47 is “the happiest 
woman alive.” 

“Ive quit movies,” she told me last 
month. “Do you hear me, Lloyd? I've quit.”

Joan‘’s Reasons 


“This marriage means more to me,” 
Joan ran on, “than any picture Hollywood 
can come up with. The only thing that 
would make me go back-——well, if All tells 
me to. From here on in, my husband 1s 
running the show. Whatever he says, goes. 

“Believe me when I tell you we are the 
two happiest people alive. I've got nothing 
against Hollywood, absolutely nothing. But 
marriage, this kind of marriage ts what 
I've been hoping and praying and desper- 
ately searching for.” 

And Joan's new husband? “I want what- 
ever she wants,” Alfred Steele asserted. 
“Whatever makes her happy is good enough 
for me. If she thinks she’s had enough of 
picture-making, then that’s it.” 

“I know what you're thinking,” Joan 
told me. “You think this ts just a passing 
fancy, that I'll change my mind. You're 
wrong.

peat anything, interfere with this marriage. 
We're going to stay on our honeymoon as 
long as it’s possible for people like us. 

“When we get back, if we ever do, I’m 
going to sell the old house in Brentwood 
(27 rooms, swimming pool, theater, bath- 
house} and we're going to build a new one. 
Life is just beginning for Joan.” 

I reminded the dewy-eyed newlywed that 
she had just signed a two-picture contract 
with Columbia Studios. “I know you fin- 
ished The Queen Bee before you eloped,” 
I pointed out, “but the studio is expecting 
you back in Hollywood no later than 
August 15. They've got a new picture for 
you.” 

“I don’t care what they expect or what 
they've got,” Joan Crawford Fairbanks 
Tone Terry Steele flatly declared. “I’ve 
quit.” 

And maybe she has—but no one in the 
film colony believes it. Motion pictures 
have become too basic a part of Joan’s 
life. In 1942 she quit MGM because of 
“the wrong stories,” then spent almost 
three years avidly searching for a suitable 
comeback vehicle. Freshly married to her 
third husband, actor Philip Terry, she tried 
to burn up her tremendous energy by look- 
ing after Terry, doing all of her housework, 
taking care of four children and working 
in the garden. But she was miserable until 
she found the Mildred Pierce script; in 
1945 she made the film for Warner Broth- 
ers and won an Academy Award for it. 


$150,000 a Picture 


Since then she has averaged two pictures 
a year at $150,000 per and up. She not 
only has story approval in her films but 
also the right to approve the director, the 
cameraman, her leading man and the sup- 
porting cast. 

Because she frequently chooses to exer- 
cise this right, Joan is not held in too pop- 
ular a light by many of her colleagues. She 
is accused in general of being tyrannical 
and high-handed and in particular of mon- 
opolizing scenes and camera angles. 

Says Joan: “Some of the men I work 
with resent a career woman. It’s an im-

pingement on Aheir egos. They sit around 
and I can practically hear them thinking, 
‘Now, now, you're only a woman. You 
don’t know what’s best for you.’ Well, 
I've been in this business for a long time. 
I've worked with lots of actors and direc- 
tors, and I’ve got a pretty darn good idea 
of what is best for me, certainly when 
those cameras start to roll. 

“My biggest fault, personality-wise, is 
that I want so desperately to be liked. I 
need friendship and I enjoy it. But I go 
overboard. I press. 1 become too enthusi- 
astic and people become wary. They say to 
themselves, “What's with her?’ Friendship 
should come easily, I know: But it never 
has for me.” 


Lifelong Insecurity 

This constant feeling of insecurity, 
assuaged somewhat by her latest marriage, 
has its roots in Joan’s early childhood. 

Born in San Antonio, Tex., on March 
23, 1908, daughter of a broken home, she 
never saw her real father, Thomas Le 
Sueur, until she was in her 30s. The only 
father Joan really remembers for any sus- 
tained amount of time is Henry Cassin, 
her stepfather, who owned a vaudeville 
house in Lawton, Okla. When Joan was 7, 
Cassin and her mother separated. Mrs. 
Cassin went to work in a laundry and Joan 
was sent to school at St. Agnes Academy 
in Kansas City. Here she waited on tables, 
washed dishes and, because of her poverty, 
was considered an outcast by the other 
students. 

In her teens she ran off to Chicago 
(“because of a new stepfather”) and called 
on the first theatrical producer she spotted 
in the phone book. 

“I was plump, atrociously dressed and 
had less than four dollars to my name,” 
she remembers. “But Ernie Young, God 
bless him! He booked me into a night club 
for $25 a week. After that I went to work 
in the chorus line at the old Oriole Terrace 
in Detroit. One night J. J. Shubert came in 
and my billowing skirt accidentally swept 
a glass off his table. Afterwards he came 
backstage and offered me a chorus job in

his New York revue, Innocent Eyes.” 

It was while she was working as a chorus 
girl that Joan was spotted by an MGM 
talent scout. After two screen tests the 
studio wired her the offer of a five-year 
contract, starting salary $75 a week. On 
New Year's Day of 1925, Lucille LeSueur 
left for Hollywood. Six months later she 
acquired the name Joan Crawford. 

In 1929, as a result of her hit perform- 
ance in Our Dancing Daughters, Joan's 
salary was raised to $500 a week and she 
was elevated to stardom. About this time 
she fell in love with Douglas Fairbanks, 
Jr. They were married in a Catholic cere- 
mony in New York. And, as Joan has 
pointed out many times, “It was a year 
before we were invited to Pickfair.” Fair- 
banks, Sr., felt that his son had married 
beneath him. As a result, Joan suffered 
from an inferiority complex until the mar- 
riage broke up. 

In 1935 she married actor Franchot

party after their wedding, each said: “We'll do what he [or she] prefers to do.”

Tone, a Phi Beta Kappa from Cornell—and 
her feeling of inferiority became worse. 
To compensate, she threw herself into her 
screen work. She became more and more 
famous. She fought for every scene, every 
close-up, every memorable line. 

She made several movies with Tone: The 
Gorgeous Hussy, Love on the Run, The 
Bride Wore Red. In each of these Tone 
fared badly. In 1939 they were divorced. 
“Husbands with sensitive hearts,” Joan 
says, “don’t like second billing.” 

Having learned this: vital marital lesson 
in the bitter school of experience, Joan 
Crawford is not only willing to take second 
billing as Mrs. Alfred N. Steele, she is 
happy—at least temporarily—to abandon 
her entire cafeer. 

“I'm quitting the picture business, Lloyd,” 
she cries. “Do you hear me? I’m quitting.” 

I hear you, Joan, but I still can’t believe 
it. Love or no love, it’s difficult to walk 
away from 25 years of hard-earned fame. © 
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
